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FROM  THE  EDITOR 

With  the  Milwaukee  ANA 
show  past  history,  and  the 
long  Wisconsin  winter  set- 
ting in,  perhaps  its  time  to 
look  back  on  the  year  1986 
and  examine  from  the  narrow 
view  of  Wisconsin,  the  plus- 
es and  minuses  of  this  in- 
teresting period. 

First  and  formost,  the 
numismatic  hobby  got  a real 
lift  from  the  Federal  Gover- 
nments new  issue  Liberty  and 
other  commemorative  coins. 
The  hobby  awareness  genera- 
ted by  the  wide  advertising 
and  media  exposure  of  the 
Liberty  sets  came  at  a time 
when  collecting  coins  was  no 
better  than  static,  and  some 
people  suggest  was  on  a de- 
cline. If  indeed  the  decline 
was  real,  a substantial  gain 
in  interest  was  generated, 
altho  perhaps  on  the  perif- 
ery  of  the  actual  hobby  main 
stream.  The  expanded  selec- 
tion of  paper  money  collect- 
ables offered  by  the  Bureau 
of  Printing  and  Engraving 
were  well  received,  and  sho- 
uld generate  public  interest. 

The  profusion  of  Wiscon- 
sin coin  club  "two  per  year" 
shows  has  been  handled  quite 
well  by  state  show  co-ordin- 
ator Randy  Miller,  primarily 
because  of  a new  level  of  co 
operation,  (realism),  by  the 
club  people  putting  on  the 
shows.  Early  announcement  of 
intentions,  and  judicious 
use  of  open  spring  and  fall 
dates  has  worked  well.  The 
"coin  show"  season  has  also 


been  expanded  in  the  rec 
years,  primarily  into  Fel 
ary  and  March  for  the  sp] 
shows.  The  jury  is  still 
on  whether  the  "two  per  y. 
show  by  local  clubs  is  £ 
or  bad  for  the  hobby.  T 
pretty  much  marked  the  11 
end  of  the  local  show  exl 
it,  a decline  that  stai 

in  the  mid  1970s  just  pi;

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LEOPOLD  - THE  HOGMOUTH

Like  most  coin  collect- 
ors over  the  years , many 
coins  from  outside  the  Unit- 
ed States  have  found  their 
way  into  boxes  and  envelopes 
in  my  possession.  "Foreign 
Coins"  is  usually  the  title 
given  these  often  inigmatic 
and  interesting  pieces.  For- 
eign then,  would  have  to  ap- 
ply to  an  interesting  medie- 
val coin  which  was  obtained 
from  the  estate  of  Gordon 
Gill.  The  worn  and  deringed 
specimen  is  a 1692  Austrian 
Thaler  of  Leopold  I,  who  was 
historically  called,  "The 
Hogmouth" . On  Austrian  his- 
tory, a trip  to  the  library 
produced  scant  little  infor- 
mation on  Leopold  I,  but 
Fred  Borgmann  of  Iola  did 
scare  up  some  additional  in- 
formation from  a 1932  issue 
of  the  "Numismatist"  to  sh- 
are with  you. 


Leopold  I - The  Hogmouth 


It  seems  the  "Hog  Moutt 
started  back  in  the  Habsbui 
line  around  the  13th  centu: 
when  it  was  commonplace 
marry  relatives.  The  genet 
consequences  of  these  inte 
marriages  can  only  be  siu 
mised,  but  starting  wii  t 
Fredrich  III  in  the  earr 
1400s,  the  line  developed:  l 
facial  trait  of  a protrudii, 
lower  jaw,  a thick  lip,  a. 
large  nose  and  mouth.  By  t i: 
sixth  generation,  Leopoll 
father,  Ferdinand  III,  w: 
already  quite  an  ugly  ma 
Leopold  however,  was  ttc 
historic  ruler  to  carry  tec 
name  Hogmouth  into  textbo  . 
and  numismatic  posterity. 

Leopold  I was  not  a tbl. 
ruler,  as  rulers  go,  Itjl; 
long  reign  was  a mixed  lb:, 
of  good  and  evil,  much  liii; 
his  fore  fathers  rule.  Hi; 
gifts  were  in  music  and  cu 
ture,  but  he  was  a lour 
soldier,  and  where  finance; 
were  concerned,  oh  boy! 

Reared  to  be  Holy  Romiii 
Emperor,  Leopold  receiv ; 
the  best  education  that  mo^i 
ey  could  buy,  he  became  f 
uent  in  four  languages,  con 
Id  compose  music,  and  wv< 
well  equiped  when  he  asce 
ded  the  Austrian  throne 
1658.  Leopold  had  the  mi j 
fortune  of  being  caught 
the  reformation,  and  his  e ' 
ecution  of  Hungarian  Prote 
tant  nobles  helped  crea. 
and  cause  the  Thirty  Ye[ 
War.  Interestingly,  it  w 
only  when  Leopold  alii, 
himself  with  Protestant  He 
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'•'and  and  England  that  he  won 
significant  military  victor- 
y's, those  in  his  squabbles 
with  France. 

But  it  was  in  money  mat- 
ters that  Leopold  "the  hog- 
mouth"  was  a complete  zero. 
The  expenses  of  his  court 
were  gigantic!  His  attempts 
to  make  Vienna  the  cultural 
center  of  Europe  failed  mis- 
erably, and  his  expensive 
and  futile  wars  were  ultima- 
tely lost.  Add  to  this  his 
choice  of  ministers  of  fi- 
nance, who  stole  him  blind} 
Bad  news ! 

Married  three  times,  of 
frail  health  most  of  his 
life,  Leopold  the  hogmouth 
ruled  for  47  years,  and  died 
during  the  war  of  Spanish 
succession  in  1705.

Concerning  the  1692  coin 
itself,  in  a conversation 
with  Fred  Borgmann  and  Cour- 
tney Coffing  at  Iola,  sever- 
al interesting  facts  turned 
up.  The  center  of  the  obver- 
se shows  a bit  more  wear 
than  the  rest  of  the  coin, 
revealing  that  this  medieval 
coin  was  struck  on  roller 
dies.  The  planchet  as  it  was 
rolled  then,  became  slightly 
"dished"  and  would  wear  more 
on  the  highest  point  on  the 
coin,  the  center  obverse.  In 
this  roller  die  process,  a 
hand  fed  silver  planchet  st- 
rip several  inches  wide,  and 
of  the  proper  thickness,  was 
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fed  into  a manually  operated 
coin  press,  where  roller 
dies  squeezed  the  obverse 
and  reverse  designs  into  the 
strip.  This  also  explaines 
why  the  Thaler  is  not  compl- 
etely round,  but  only  gener- 
ally that  shape,  since  when 
the  ancient  mintmaster  had 
finished  roll  striking  the 
silver  planchet  strip,  each 
coin  had  to  be  chiseled  from 
the  strip  by  hand,  following 
as  best  possible  the  edges 
of  the  striking.  A very  lab- 
orious process. 


MEDIEVAL  ROLLER  DIE 


Leopolds  real  claim  to 
historical  fame  and  rememb- 
erance  was  not  military  or 
monetary,  nor  sadly,  cultur- 
al or  musical,  it  is  of  cou- 
rse his  nickname,  "the  hog- 
mouth"  . That  was  surely  the 
reason  Gordon  Gill  added  the 
plastic  encased  Austrian  Th- 
aler to  his  multifaceted 
"Odd  and  Curious"  display. 

In  the  case  of  Leo  the 
hog  mouth  it  remained  for  an 
unnamed  medieval  traveler  to 
"say  it  all"  in  his  descrip- 
tion of  the  man;  Leopold  I 
of  Austria,  he  was  recorded 
as  saying,  "was  a cultivated 
man  of  extreme  ugliness".

WHAT  IS  WCTA?

Joining  a coin  club  is 
somewhat  like  playing  with 
alphabet  soup.  Spoon  three 
or  four  letters  out  of  the 
soup  and  there ' s probably  a 
coin  club  you  can  join  which 
uses  those  letters  as  initi- 
als. A list  of  just  a few  of 
them  looks  like  this:  ANA, 
ANS,  INS,  NOw/,  NRS , FUN, 
TAMS,  etc.  And  for  the  past 
two  years  there's  been  WCTA. 

Each  of  the  aforementio- 
ned organizations,  has  its 
own  purpose.  WCTA,  which  st- 
ands for  the  Wisconsin  Coun- 
cil for  Tangible  Assets, 
Inc.,  has  a very  definite 
purpose.  WCTA  was  founded 
for  the  express  purpose  of 
improving  commerce  in  Wis- 
consin numismatics  for  the 
hobbyist,  the  club,  the  dea- 
ler and  others  who  trade  in 
or  who  own  numismatic  tang- 
ibles. WCTA ' s intent  is  to 
represent  all  Wisconsin  num- 
ismatists . 

Since  I began  dealing  in 
coins  and  precious  metals  in 
1969  I've  been  particularly 
frustrated  with  the  Wiscon- 
sin sales  tax  law  as  it  ap- 
plies to  precious  metals  and 
coins.  After  years  of  watch- 
ing customers  find  cash  sel- 
lers or  seeing  them  take 
their  business  out  of  the 
state  to  avoid  paying  the 
sales  tax,  I decided  to  do 
something  about  it.  That 
something  is  to  get  our  own 
sales  tax  exemption  here  in 
Wisconsin. 


In  the  fall  of  1984  I 
set  out  to  do  that,  I start- 
ed by  looking  for  a lobbyist 
to  work  in  Madison  for  this 
cause.  I invited  my  numis- 
matist friend  from  the  Mil- 
waukee area,  Bob  Hanson,  to 
come  to  Madison  with  me  to 
interview  Lobbyist  Gary  Goy- 
ke.  We  decided  Gary  was  our 
man,  and  for  two  years  now 
we've  been  extremely  pleased 
with  our  choice.  Politically 
astute  Dave  Harper,  editor 
of  Numismatic  News,  says 
that  Lobbyist  Goyke  "is  the 
best  lobbyist  we  could  poss- 
ibly have  working  for  us  in 
Madison" . We  decided  to  af- 
filiate with  ICTA,  which  is 
the  Industry  Council  for  Ta- 
ngible Assets,  and  asked  Ke- 
vin Foley  of  Milwaukee  to 
join  us  as  our  vice  presi- 
dent. He  accepted,  so  now  we 
have  three  officers  inclu- 
ding Bob  Hanson  as  secretary 
treasurer  and  Mark  Ferguson 
as  president.  Each  WCTA  of- 
ficer donates  his  time  with- 
out compensation,  and  it  has 
taken  a lot  of  time. 

After  WCTA  was  formed, 
support  came  quickly  from 
dealers,  collectors  and  cl- 
ubs from  around  the  state. 
So  far  we  have  raised  nearly 
$15,000!  It's  also  taken  mo- 
st of  that  money  so  far  to 
pursue  our  causes. 

We  were  able  to  find  a 
sponsor  for  a sales  tax  ex- 
emption, and  a bill  was  in- 
troduced to  the  Wisconsin 
legislature.  We  basically 
took  the  new  (at  that  time; 
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Illinois  exemption  law  and 
remolded  it  to  conform  to 
Wisconsin  law. 

About  the  same  time  a 
problem  arose  in  Milwaukee 
which  initiated  a city  ord- 
inance that  required  dealers 
who  make  second-hand  purch- 
ases from  the  public,  to 
hold  for  30  days,  those  pur- 
chases before  they  could  be 
resold.  Of  course  coin  and 
precious  metal  owners  know 
that  this  prohibits  sellers 
from  being  able  to  receive  a 
full  and  fair  price  in  a fl- 
uctuating market.  Also  a 
part  of  that  ordinance  was  a 
resolution  to  introduce  that 
law  as  a state  law.  A comp- 
romised version  was  passed 
by  the  Milwaukee  Common  Cou- 
ncil which  requires  a 15  day 
hold  on  second-hand  jewelry 
only  and  detailed  Police  re- 
ports of  all  purchases  from 
the  public  including  coins 
and  precious  metals. 

That  fight  then  went  to 
Madison,  and  through  the  lo- 
bbying efforts  and  contacts 
of  the  Goyke  office,  we  won! 
We  call  it  the  "WCTA  victory 
that  nobody  heard  about". 

The  law  makers  plan  to 
introduce  similar  legisla- 
tion in  the  next  session,  so 
we  anticipate  another  time 
consuming  fight.  We  need 
your  help! 

While  all  that  was  going 
on  we  hit  a temporary  dead- 
end with  the  sales  tax  ex- 
emption. Governor  Earl  woul- 
dn't let  any  legislation 
pass  out  of  the  tax  exemp- 
tion committee  saying  the 


state  couldn't  afford  i 
Now  that  the  state  budget 
back  on  track  we're  ready 
make  another  push  for  t i 
exemption  during  the  ne 
legislative  session  aft 
the  first  of  the  new  year. 

Step  by  step  we  are  ge 
ting  there.  We  need  your  s 
pport.  We  need  money.  Th 
is  for  the  good  of  all  peo  j 
le  who  buy  or  sell  precio 
metals  and  numismatic  tan 
ibles.  WCTA  needs  $15,000 
accomplish  our  objectives 
1987.  For  further  inform

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TOMAH'S  GOLD  MEDAL 
By  Fred  J.  Borgmann  WNWA 

In  celebration  of  their 
third  anniversary  as  a unit 
in  the  Wisconsin  National 
Guard,  Tomah's  Company  K of 
the  3rd  regiment  challenged 
the  Mauston  Light  Guards 
(Co.  D,  3rd  regt.)  to  a mar- 
ksmanship competition  held 
in  Tomah  on  May  28,  1887. 
Ihe  competition  consisted  of 
three  events:  200  yards  off- 
hand, 500  yards  prone  and  50 
feet  indoors.  For  the  indoor 
shooting  both  teams  used  .22 
calibre  rifles  and  for  the 
outdoor  events  both  teams 
used  their  army  issue  Spring- 
field  rifles.  At  this  point, 
it  should  be  noted  that  Mau- 
ston's  Co.  D was  equipped 
with  their  old  1873  Spring- 
fields  while  Tomah's  Co.  K 
had  recently  been  issued  new 
Springf ields . The  results 
were  predictable.  Tomah's 
team  compiled  the  highest 
team  scores  in  each  event. 
Tomah  shooters  won  two  even- 
ts with  the  highest  individ- 
ual scores  and  shared  a tie 
score  in  the  200  yard  event 
with  a Mauston  shooter.  Tom- 
ah also  openly  acknowledged 
that  their  new  rifles  gave 
them  the  winning  edge. 

All  this  is  confirmed  by 
contemporary  newspaper  acc- 
ounts on  microfilm  in  the 
Tomah  public  library.  None 
of  the  accounts  make  any 
mention  of  plans  for  a medal 
or  the  awarding  of  any  prize 


medals.  Therefore  based  on 
the  medal  itself,  I propose 
the  following  theory  for 
it's  origin. 


OBVERSE 

The  medal  was  privately 
sponsored,  possibly  by  the 
company  (Co.  K)  commander 
and  privately  manufactured 
by  a local  jeweler  who  en- 
graved the  design  on  parts 
of  old  pocketwatch  cases. 

Original  plans  would 
have  called  for  three  prize 
medals  for  presentation  to 
the  best  shot  in  each  of  the 
three  events  but  since  there 
was  a tie  in  one  event,  a 
fourth  medal  was  needed, 
hence  the  inscription  "HONOR 
FOUR  No.  3". 

The  medal  itself  is  gold, 
probably  18  karat,  weighs 
4.12  grams,  is  30.4mm  in  di- 
ameter and  has  a ring  and 
loop  for  suspension.  The  de- 
sign and  inscription  on  both 
sides  is  completely  engraved. 

Obverse:  an  eagle  with 

laurel  sprigs  in  its  claws 


BOOKS  ON 
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is  perched  on  crossed  rifles 
which  divide  the  design  into 
fourths.  Above  the  eagle  in 
the  upper  quarter  is  the  in- 
scription, "HONOR  FOUR  No. 
3" . Across  from  the  left  to 
the  right  quarters  is  the 
inscription  "Co.  K,  3rd  REG". 
Filling  the  bottom  quarter 
is  the  Wisconsin  National 
Guard  monogram  "WNG". 


REVERSE 


Reverse:  a coiled  ribbon 
with  the  inscription  "WON  IN 
COMPETITION  MAY  28th  ’87".
